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CHAPTER I 


THE PROBLEM 


It might well be said that we are in the era of visual 


aids in education. School departments in many towns and cities 


are asking for funds to purchase ail kinds of mechanical equip- 


ment for these aids, from view-masters to sound projectors. 
Every teacher is urged to start a picture collection early in 
her career, so that she may have graphic illustrations for 
whatever she may be teaching. At present many school rooms are 
resplendent with new wall maps to replace those out-dated by 
recent developments in transportation as well as by political 
upheavals. 

The fact remains, however, that the textbook is still 
the most widely used teacher-aid and one that is both conven- 
ient and economical to use. Therefore, in the final analysis, 
the visual aids appearing in these very textbooks may be the 
ones most usable--if not most used--by the classroom teacher. 

It is with this thought in mind that the present writer 
is attempting an analysis of one of the visual aids commonly 
found in social studies textbooks, namely maps. 

Statement of the problem. The problem to be considered 
in the following study is concerned with the maps which are 
found in seven current European background textbooks for the 
middle grades. 


in attacking this problem nine specific points will 


e 


be considered as follows: 
lL. Number of maps. How many maps are found in each 
textbook? 


ec. Size of maps. Maps will be considered in three cate- 


gories as to size; full page, half-page, and smaller than one- 


half page. It will be noted that a few maps of double-page 


spread are listed. 

4. Distribution of maps. Where are maps located in the 
book in regards to the context that is pertinent to the map in 
question? 

l.. Place names found on maps. These will be classified 
under three categories; natural barriers, continents and coun- 
trtes; celties.. 

5. Captions. Do the captions merely name the maps or do 
they contain explanatory statements or questions to be answered 
by studying the maps? 

6. Activities. How many activities are suggested in 
connection with maps? Do they relate only to maps in the text- 
book or to other maps that may be available in the classroom? 

7. Special characteristics. What characteristics (such 
as color, pictures, perspective, etc.) do the maps of each 
textbook have that set them apart from the maps of the other 
textbooks? 

8. Lists of maps. Are the maps in the textbooks listed 
in ihe table sei) contents, ini the)index, or in special lists? 


9. Legends found on maps. How many of the maps in these 
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textbooks contain a key and a scale of miles? 


Importance of the problem. "To historians it isa 


truism that events occur in place as well as in time. Physical 


and political maps are regarded as essential in history text- 


pooks."1 This is part of a statement by Erling Hunt in the 


seventeenth Yearbook of the National Council for the Social

Studies. 


Edgar B. Wesley in Teaching the Social Studies states 


that "the maps in textbooks have the advantage of convenience 


and pertinency. The pupils can scarcely escape seeing them,

and their relation to the context is usually obvious. Wesley 


states further that maps may be of even more importance in 


textbooks than are pictures and that with charts and graphs, 


they may be an unusually important criterium in evaluating a 


textbook.? If this be the case it will be valuable to see just 


what present day textbook publishers have done to meet the need 


for maps in textbooks. 


Limitations. This study does not attempt to analyze any 


maps as to the projection used however important that charac- 


teristic may seem. Neither does it discuss the accuracy of the

Furthermore although in the initial work of studying the 


textbooks (see Chapter III) names other than place names found 


on maps were listed, these have not been analyzed in this 
thesis. 
Another point omitted here is the analysis of the locale 


or area of the earth shown in the maps. 


CHAPTER II 
REVIEW OF LITERATURE 


Much has been written in regard to the use of mops in 
the teaching of history. A great deal of this literature is 
directly applied to the teaching of American History, but most 
of it is just as applicable to the teaching of European or any 
other history. That portion of the literature that is most 
directly applicable to the problem at hand--that is the analy- 
sis of the maps in seven European background history textbooks 
for middle grades--is reviewed in the following paragraphs. 

The use of maps in general is an essential aid in the 
history class. Carpenter and Young state that "A type of 
graphic representation belonging peculiarly to the social 
Studies is maps--political, physical, statistical, and pic- 
torial."1 According to Kohn: "No better teaching aid for the 
development of spatial understandings is available than the 
map te Two of the five functions of maps that he mentions re- 


late very definitely to history. They follow:

According to a statement by George T. Renner the map is 


a common symbolic device, practically the only one for showing 
space, distribution, and direction. He states, "Its practical 
applications are ubiquitous and its educational usefulness is 
we ll-nigh unlimited "4 
In the examiner's manual for the advanced battery of the 
Iowa Basic Skills test is the following statement: 

A map employs certain symbols and conventions which form 
a language. Inas far as the reader can interpret or read 
meaning into these symbols and conventions, a map is “ 
tool for getting a vast amount of factual information. 

Linwood Chase in a mimeographed pamphlet emphasizes that | 
children use maps. He says, 

Maps tell stories to those who know how to read them 
and raise questions that history can answer. To children 
maps are records of adventure, when they learn some of the 
stories behind the eked black lines, the dots, and the many 
other symbols used. 


Johnson lists specific uses of maps in his Teaching of

Types of maps are discussed by various writers: Wadley 
points out three types of maps commonly found in textbooks and 
discusses their advantages. These types are (1) the black-and- 
white mp, (2) the colored map, and (43) the pictorial map. An 
advantage of the first type is its low cost which allows 
greater frequency of use. Wesley also declares that because of 
the Simplicity of this type of mp it is easier to understand. 


The colored map is valuable in showing political areas and "a 


multitude of detail," which although perhaps confusing is 


sometimes necessary. Pictorial maps are useful because of their 
iia 


attractive appearance and popularity with pupils. 

Mary Kelty also favors the use of pictorial maps because 
of their interest and believes that their deficiencies may be 
offset by using with them other more accurate maps. Another 
type mentioned by Kelty is the outline map to be used in test- 
ing. The use of maps of "different scales and sizes and types" 
is advised by her in order that pupils do not associate a 


given place with a certain map.+ 


In earlier writings there was considerable criticism of 
maps appearing in textbooks. In 1926, Paul Klapper asserted 
that 


The maps in school texts are usually unsatisfactory for 
class use. They are too small, too detailed, and limited

to a specific area. Questions on these maps reveal the 
fact that children experience no little difficulty in find- 
ing required data and in interpreting the symbols.14 


Johnson makes the following criticism: 


Maps are still at times bad. Some of them are made con- 
fusing by too much detail; some of them are conducive to 
eye strain, some of them are inaccurate. Many maps, not 
only in textbooks but in larger histories and even in 
special works on historical geography, are definite where 
the sources upon_which they must ultimately rely are indef- 
imite..or. silent. 


In 1937, Ernest Horn stated that 
In spite of great improvements in recent years, text- 
books are still commonly deficient in maps, pictures, and 
other visual aids, and those that are ee are often 
ineffectively related to the reading matter. 
In setting up criteria for evaluating maps, Johnson sug- 
gests five points to consider; (1) whether or not they are 


clearly printed, (2) whether they are scaled to easy vision, 


(3) whether they are definitely related to text, (l,) the prin- 


ciples or preferences that determined their selection, and (5) 
the sources of the maps.17 
The following criteria listed by Hartley for maps in 


American History textbooks are so well-stated and so pertinent

lL. The projection should be suited to the purpose for 
which the map is employed. 


2. No mp should be used that is less than half a page, 
and a full page one is preferred. 


3. All maps should be as accurate as possible. 
l.. Employ universal color scheme in all physical maps 
(greener the green, the lower the elevation; the browner 


the brown, the higher the elevation.) 


5. Should be properly spaced near the text they illus- 
trate. 


6. Keep maps simple, avoid too much detail. Show just 
as much data as is necessary to get the main point across. 


7. Shading and coloring on maps should be clear and 
plea sing. 


8. Complicated battle maps, economic maps, and the like 
Should be reserved for advanced students. 


9. Picture maps and other interesting types of maps 
should be introduced where they will serve to stimulate 
interest. 


10. Every map should have a legena.18 


It will be noted that item nine in the above list bears 


out the suggestions of other writers on the use of pictorial 


MADS. 


Wesley claims that even a small black-and-white map 


“presents its unmistakable message."19 his statement would

seem to contradict item two in Hartley'!s¢0 List of criteria 


Since he is quite definite in stating that no map less than 
half a page should be used while Wesleyol would accept smaller 
maps if necessary for a specific purpose. 


The Manual for the Iowa Basic Skills Test has the fol- 


lowing to say of the use of a key in reading maps; 

Many symbols and conventions such as those for moun- 
tains, railroads, tunnels, and glaciers are not standard- 
ized and can be read only by use of a key or legend. 

and further on it states, "the legend or key of a pattern map 
furnishes the symbol through which the mapped information can 
be interpreted ."«4 

The same manual emphasizes the need for a scale of miles 

to be used in reading distances froma map .<2 

This manual incidentally is the only source the writer 

found that discussed exercises in reading maps to be found in 
textbooks. It emphasizes the necessity for the mastery of map- 
reading as a tool to be used in developing understandings and 
suggests that textbooks be examined "to determine the devices 


experts use to develop map-reading abilities "44

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Although several studies have been made in recent years 
of social studies textbooks, few seem to have made an analysis 
of maps in textbooks. Even these seem to deal entirely with 

high school texts on American History. They are mentioned here 
because they are the studies that come nearest to being perti- 


nent to her own that the author could find.

Social Studies reports an analysis of visual aids in senior 


high school history t@xtbooks by Calvin Hali@5 in Iowa in 1951. 
He found that of the total page space given to visual aids in. 
ten American History textbooks, 42.9% was given over to maps. 
In summarizing it is stated in the yearbook that "Pic- 
tures are used more commonly than any other visual aid. In 
history books, maps are second in frequency."26 
In 1959 Meredith Gilpatrick reported in the Social 
Studies for January a study of the maps in seven United States 
History textbooks for high schools. She found that there was 
a definite lack of maps in these textoooks. She stated 
that the authors of these textbooks with one exception were; 


lagging lamentably behind the best knowledge and prac- 
tice of present geography. Truly an interesting commentary

on the still current dogma that history is concerned 
largely with qmalitative change in time with little or 
no references to its changes in space. 
Edgar Wesley in his book, Teaching the Social Studies 
reports a study of forty social studies textbooks. He states 
that "the median number of maps and graphs is rather large for 


most of the history texts."5 of these forty texts it was 


found that only eighteen iisted the black-and-white maps while 


seven more listed the colored maps only. 


An experimental study was made by Vera Cordonnier?9 
in 1940 to discover the value of the use of maps on the teach- 
ing of American History. Wall maps were used in her experi- 
ment. According to her findings the use of maps is a definite 
asset in teaching United States History. 

The following analyses of textbooks are mentioned 
briefly because the writer of this thesis found them of value 
in setting up a procedure to follow principally in selecting 
textbooks. 


Denio29 chose the textbooks to be studied on the basis

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Certain bodies of water are important to the history of 
Europe. Many of these appear over and over again on the maps 
found in the history textbooks. Of these the mostfrequently 
named is the Mediterranean Sea with the Atlantic Ocean next. 

The North Sea, although named in only four of the seven text- 
books, is named three or more times in each of these four. In 
Table XI can be found the number of maps on which each of eleven 
bodies of water appear in each of the seven textbooks. The data 
for seven rivers and eight mountains and mountain ranges is 
Similarly presented in Tables XII and XIII. It can be seen that 
all these rivers with the exception of the Rhine and Tiber are 
mentioned in all seven of the textbooks. No mountains are named 
in all seven textbooks, and the Alps, named the largest number 
of times, are named on only eight maps altogether. Deserts are 
named so few times that it did not seem to the writer worth 


while to compile a special table for them.

of their use in senior high school and the recency of their 
publication. The same criteria were used in selecting the 
textbooks for Coady'!s7t study. Israel chose textbooks froma 
"representative offering of some of the leading publishers."2° 
Houston? made a study of the supplementary reading 
references in sixth grade textbooks in 19.8. He used eleven 
textbooks that were commonly used as sixtn grade texts and 
that were concerned with old world backgrounds in history. 
Grant 2 made a study of maps in World History texts for 
high schools in Ohio in 1930. He listed eight characteristics 
of zood maps and analyzed the maps in the books studied on 
those points as follows: (1) clearness, (2) accuracy, (4) sim- 
plicity, (ir) sputesaaiGanwda, (5) size, (6) a scale for compari- 


son, (7) subject worth while, and (8) appropriateness. His

thesis. 

While the literature that has been published on the sub- 
ject of maps is definite in stating characteristics of good 
maps and is critical of weaknesses in maps, little has been 
done to determine how well textbook writers have solved the 


problem, especially in middle grade textbooks dealing with Eu- 


ropean background. 

The following chapters in this thesis will attempt to 
determine just what characteristics the maps in seven European 
background history textbooks do have in regards to (1) number 
of maps, (2) size of maps, (43) distribution of maps, (l) place 
names found on maps, (5) captions, (6) activities in connection 
with maps, (7) special characteristics (pictures, color, etc.), 


(8) lists of maps, and (9) legends found on maps.

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CHAPTER III 


PROCEDURE 


Seven middle grade history textbooks dealing with 


Buropean backgrounds were used for this study. An attempt was 


made to choose those that were among the most recent publica- 


tions. On this basis a group of four individuals, each of whom 


has worked on a different phase of analysis of textbooks, se- 


lected the following books:

Hereafter in this study each textbook will be desig- 


nated by the letter beside which it appears in the above list. 


The maps in each textbook were examined closely to de- 


termine the characteristics of each as to the following items: 


(1) size, 


(2) captions, (3) legends, (4) place names, (5) other 


ae 


names (of tribes, events, routes, etc.), (6) color or unusual 
characteristics, 


A record was made for each map on which this information 


was written. Hach map was given a number in consecutive order, 


the final number being the total number of maps in the book. 
The full-page, half-page and smaller-than-half-page maps were 
counted and these numbers recorded. Colored mps were treated 


in the same way. 


Tables of contents and indexes of each book were ex- 
amined for references to maps in the context and for activities 
or exercises involving maps at the ends of chapters. This in- 
formation was copied verbatim where it did not exceed three 
lines of print in length. Only those references and activities 
were counted if they included the word mp. 

The context directly preceding and following each map 
was examined to see if the map illustrated the material found 
there. If the areas shown on the map were mentioned in this 
context it was said to be illustrated by the map. Tnis also 
held true if names of peoples, lines of march, or any other 
data shown by the map were mentioned. 

The material found was recorded and tables set up to 
show what characteristics the maps in each of the seven Euro- 
pean background history textbooks had. 

In drawing the conclusions these tables were used to 


answer the various questions set up in the statement of the 


problem in Chapter Il. 
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CHAPTER IV 


ANALYSIS OF DATA 


In reporting the results of this study each of the nine 
different phases of the problem, namely the analysis of maps 
found in each of seven European History Background texts for 
the middle grades will be considered. As far as possible the 
data will be presented in the form of tables. 
tory textbooks. All of the textbooks under consideration con- 
tain ten or more maps. Textbook A with forty-three maps con- 
tains more than four times as many as does textbook F, and 
seventeen more than the textbook containing the next highest 
number. 

The average number of maps per textbook is about twenty- 
two. By consulting Table I, which follows, the reader can see 
how many maps each textbook contains. It will be seen that fou 
of the textbooks contain within five maps of the average number 
per textbook. Further consultation of Table I shows that text- 
book A has about one map for every eleven and one-half pages 


of running text.

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Distribution of maps in each of seven European back- 
ground history textbooks. It was apparent from the first peru- 
sal of the seven textbooks used in this study that the maps 
were well placed in regards to the context they were intended 
to illustrate. Close examination of the texts verified tnis 
opinion. Consequently, no table has been set up to illustrate 
this point. It may be wondered at that one textbook could use 
so many more maps than another and have them all pertinent, or 
that one textbook a contain so few and yet have enough. How- 
ever that may be, it is not the business of this study to de- 
termine what material should or should not be contained in Euro- 
pean background textbooks nor indeed what should or should not 
be illustrated by maps. Suffice it to say here that the maps 
did illustrate the material in the context adjacent to them. 
background history textbooks. The number of place names found 
on the maps in the textbooks varies greatly both as to total 
number of names and the number of names per map. Textbook A has 
but 53 fewer place names than has textbook G, although textbook 
G has eighteen fewer maps. The average number of place names 
per map varies from 12.23 in textbook C to 55.08 in textbook G. 
The highest number of place names in any one category is 74U 
cities named in the maps in textbook G. The highest number of 
continents and political divisions listed was 07 in textbook A. 


The political divisions include all places larger than a city, 


such as provinces, colonies, and states. Further data on the

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Much of the history of peoples centers about their 


cities. The list of cities in Table XVI includes only those 
mentioned in five, six, or seven of the seven textbooks ana- 
lyzed. The first ten cities in this: Lie are named on maps in 
all seven textbooks and appear on sixteen or more maps. At 
the top of the list is Rome appearing on thirty-five maps. 
Lowest on the list are Mecca and Nineveh appearing on one map 
in each of five different textbooks. By consulting Tables 
VIi--X on pages 58 through 61, it will be found some cities 
named in fewer than five of the textbooks are named on more 


maps than some of those cities listed in Table XVI.

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history textbooks. Most of the maps have captions consisting 
of titles only although in textbook A thirty maps have explana- 
tory paragraphs after the titles and eleven captions in this 
textbook contain questions to be answered by studying the maps. 
The typical explanatory type of caption consists of one or two 
lines in fine print such as the following from textbook C: 
"Scientists have found remains showing the ways early people 
lived in different regions of Europe."4 This type of caption 
is found under at least one map in five out of the seven text- 
books. The following caption from textbook A illustrates the 
type containing questionss "Note the part of the world in which 
this continent is located. Where is the equator? What would 
this tell you about the climate of Africa?" Titles are short 
usually naming the region shown and sometimes the period such ag 
"The World in the year 8UU A.D."9 

Table XVII shows the name of each type of caption that 
can be found under maps in each of the seven textbooks. It will 
be noted that only five maps, two and three in each of two 


textbooks respectively, have no caption.

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CHAPTER V 


SUMMARY AND RECOMMENDATIONS FOR FURTHER STUDY 


From the foregoing chapter, it can be seen that textbook 
authors and editors are making use of maps to help pupils gain 
a concept of place in the study of history, since all the text- 
books studied contained ten or more maps and four of the text- 
books contained twenty or more maps. 

It is apparent also that most of the authors attempt to 
make their maps pleasing to the reader through the use of pic- 
tures, color, or some other means. For the most part maps are 
large enough for effective use since in all seven textbooks 
studied most of the maps are one-half page or larger in size. 

It appears that authors are aware of the necessity for 
making textbook maps purposeful, for the maps are placed in the 
textbooks where they can be easily used by the reader. Even 
though some maps may not be necessary to the full understanding 
of the context they are all pertinent to the information there- 
in. 

Authors apparently recognize that the ability to read 
and understand maps must be developed in the pupil for most of 
the books include exercises and activities to develop this 
skill. All but one of the seven textbooks studied had some 
activities. Most textbooks also contain references to maps that 
at least remind the reader to look at them even though he my 


not actually study them. 
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Further assistance in reading and interpreting the 
stories that maps have to tell is offered in some instances in 
the explanatory material inciuded in the captions. In textbook 
A eleven maps have captions containing questions to be answered 
by studying the maps. However, the captions for maps in most 
of the textbooks do not include information or questions to de- 
velop the ability to read maps. 

Place names are, for the most part, used sparingly and 
with wisdom. But some textbooks, notably in this study, text- 
books A and G, include maps with the "multitude of detail"+ 
mentioned by Wesley. These textbooks contain an average of 
40.79 and 55.08 place names per map respectively, but the maps 
of all other textbooks contain an average of less than twenty- 
five place names per map. Cities are named more frequently 
than other place names with the total count ranging from 3U5 
cities named on the maps in textbook B to 137 cities named on 
the maps in textbook F, with Rome being found on more maps in 
all seven textbooks than any other city named. 

Of the large bodies of water named, the Mediterranean 
Sea and the Atlantic Ocean are named most frequently with a 
total count of seventy-one and sixty-five respectively. The 
Nile River is named more than any other river with a total 


count of thirty-six.

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Africa is named more than any other continent and Egypt 
more than any other country. These two places are named forty- 
Six and thirty-eight times Heduee tively. 

With the exception of some names appearing in six or 
seven of the textbooks, there is little agreement between text- 
book authors as to what places are important enough to put on 
the maps used in their respective textbooks. This is indicated 
by the large number of place names found only in one textbook. 

All but one of the seven textbooks studied nave maps 
listed either in special lists or in the indexes. Four of these 
have special lists of maps. 

One of the seven textbooks had no legend on any of the 
maps it contained while one other had a legend on only one map. 

On the whole, textbook authors seem to recognize the 
need for maps in history textbooks and are using this visual 
aid to help make clearer the factual material of the European 
background for United States History. 

Recommendations for further study: (1) An analysis of 
geographical concepts found in history textbooks. (2) A study 
of projection and accuracy of maps in history textbooks. (3) 
A comparison of maps in history and geography textbooks for 
middle grades. (l) An experimental study to determine tne 
value of the use of maps of different types in the middle grade 


history program. 
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
